Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

3. Japanese Patent Application Publication no. 08-236936, JP 4 936, is the closest art with 
regards to the glass containing baked layers. JP '936 discloses the use of laminated glass 
containing baked layers as a glass ceramic circuit substrate not as a laminate placed upon a 
substrate. JP '936 does not teach or suggest using the glass ceramic laminated substrate as a 
laminated structure that is placed on a ceramic substrate as claimed by Applicant.
